Attorney General Hamlin at the request 
of A. J. Lovejoy, slate game commission­ 
er, lias rcndcre<l an opinion stating that 
under the new game law owners of farm 
land cannot extend the privilege of hunt­ 
ing on tlioir lands to their friends unless 
the latter have Uilcen out a hunter’s li­ 
cense. 
Th(‘ county clerks all over the 
state have been pliod with question.^ re­ 
garding this m atter and it was the conten­ 
tion of many that under the above cir- 
cum.stances it wa.s not nece.ssary to .se­ 
cure a licen.se. 


The provision of the law upon which the 
que.stion wa.s raised is as follows: 
“Provided, that nothing in tlds act con­ 
tained shall apply to persons hunting on 
the land of another person by invitation 
of such land owner." 


Mr. Hamlin in his opinion f-uys: 
“The scope and purveiw of the act is to 
regulate the taking of game by citizens of 
the stato and others. 
It prohibits the 
taking of such game only at certain 
seasons of the year and then only by those 
having licenîïes, except that the owners of 
farm land, their children and tenants 
may hum on their farm lands without a 
license. 


“The proviso Is applied dir»*etly and in 
express language to any person or persons 
hunting on the land of another by invita­ 
tion of such land owners, whether in 
clospd or open .«jea.son, ami whether .such 
per-son has or has not .a license to hunt. 
The proviso is, therefore, totallj' repug­ 
nant to^^ the object and purpose of the act 
expressed in its title, and as tlie same is 
contained in the body of the act. 
. "I am, therefore, of the opinion that this 
proviso applies by its terms to the entir^ 
act and being totally repugnant to the 
purview and body of the act, is void and 
cannot be considered as any part of It.”

The bulk of the routine bu.'^ine.s.s of the 
session was transacted at the meeting 
yesterday afternoon, 
w'hen 147,500 was 
apportioned among the different benev­ 
olent and missionary societies of the con­ 
ference, exclusive of the W omen’s Home 
and Foreign Mi.ssionary societies. 
For 
education, domestic missions and confer­ 
ence claimant.«, tw enty per cent was al­ 
lowed: for church extension and freed- 
men’s aid ten per cent was allowed, and 
for the Bible society five per cent was 
allowed. 
For the support of a chair of 
Bible study and religion in thè W esleyan 
university a t Bloomington, $1,500, 
in­ 
terest on capital invested, w as allowed. 
For the support of Ijishops one and one- 
fourth per cent was asse.ssed on the .sala­ 
ries of preachers, including hou.se rent. 
The am ount apportioned 
this year is 
much greater than that of last year.. L ast 
year the am ount w as WO.OOO, $7,500 less 
than this year. The m orning w as .spent 
in the distributing of about $2,000 for the- 
benefit of domestic missions and churches. 
The m inisterial and lay delegates from 
Illinois conference to the general confer­ 
ence to be held in Los Angeles beginning 
May 4 next, m et W ednesday m orning in 
the parlors of the F irst M. E. church and 
made some arrangem ents for their rep­ 
resentation there. 
Committees on the 
various parts of the work were appointed, 
one laym an and one m inister being ap­ 
pointed on each committee. Bev. W. H. 
Wilder, D. D., presiding elder of the 
Champaign district, is tho chairm an of the 
delegation, and W illiam 
IL 
Anderson, 
president 
of 
tho 
Illinois 
Anti-Saloon 
league, is secretary. The delegation will 
hold another m eeting a t the tim e of the 
m eeting of the state missionary societies 
a t Bloomington and there declare w hat 
will bo theic fnial stand in several im ­ 
portant questions which will come before 
the general conference. 


Among thfv m ost im portant of these 
questions w’ill be the considering of the 
time lim it clau.se. This- clause does away 
With the old rule th at perm itted the m in­ 
ister to rem ain a t one place only live 
years. The m atter will be reconsidered in 
May and a limit m ay be again estabhsh- 
ed. 
Another question th a t will probably 
come up will be the considering of the 
am usem ent clause in tho church rules. 
This clause puts a ban ou certain am use­ 
m ents such as dancing, card playing, etc.

m ay 
he 
stricken out and tho m atter left to the 
discretion of the members. 
P articular 
phases in the temperance question will 
also bo considered.

Governor Y ates has received the resig­ 
nation of Gen. H orace S. Clark, of M at­ 
toon, as commander of the second brig­ 
ade, Illinois N ational Guard, with rank 


of brigadier general^ 
General Clark re­ 
signs because his business Interests will 
not perm it him to serve longer. H e was 
appointed commander of the second brig­ 
ade by Governor T anner J.ime 2l’, lS9i>. 


According to the provisions of the new 
m ilitary code, which was adopted by the 
legislature of Illinois at the last session, 
no person can be appointed a general of­ 
ficer of the line unless he be serving a t 
the tim e dt his appointm ent as a line 
officer in the IIlinol.s N ational Gu'ard 
aljove the rank, of m ajor and shall have 
previotisly served as an officer of the 
Illinois NatioiMil Guard for not less than 
seven years. 
The new code, therefore, 
narrowed the choice of General Clark’s 
successor down to two 
officers.

Jam es S. Culver, of Springfield, com­ 
m ander of the F ifth lnfantr>', and Lieut. 
Col. F rank P. Wells, of Decatur. 


Colonel Culver has been appointed to fill 
the vacancy. His promotion leaves a va­ 
cancy a t the head of the F ifth regiment 
which will be filled by the line officers of 
the Fourth and F ifth infantries a t a 
regularly called election. Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Wells, of Decatur, is senior officer 
and as such stands the better show for 
the place.

Tuesday evening aboiit 10 o’cTock at 
his home in Franklin. With hw wife 
he had been out the early part of 
the evening wl^n t b ^ attended some 
cxercises at the town hall. Although 
Mr.^ Eador had been in poor health 
during the past summer, yet during 
t^^he last three weeks he had beeu feel­ 
ing much better and often spoke of 
his improvement.

Eador and Dr. Perkins returned a 
verdict of deaith due to cerebral hem­ 
orrhage. 


The deceased was born near Way­ 
erly, December, 1849, and all of his 
life was spent in the immediate vi­ 
cinity of Franklin. He was^married 
thirty-three years ago to Miss Mar­ 
tha Scott, of Franklin, who together 
with three sisters survive him. 


Mr. Eador was a member in good 
standing in the Court of Honor and 
in the ^accabees lodge. He was a 
man thoroughly reliable in all things 
and in his dealings with his fellow- 
men he was always found a mo.st con­ 
scientious inan. 


The funeral will be conducted from 
the Methodist church at Franklin 
Thursday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock. 
Rev. M. L. Browning will have charge 
of the services.
